t^dwards leads E. J. McDermott by a 
small vote. These same returns show 
Kuby Laffoon leading Henry M. Bos- 
worth 3,711 votes. Meager reports 
from some of the missing counties in- 
dicate that McDermott may overcome 
Etlwards' l6ad. 

The election in Bourbon passed off 
quietly with little interest being mani- 
fested in any of the races and not more 
than half of the total Democratic 
strength in the county.

PresiJsnt \V. C. Ussery Friday issu- 
ed a statement to club presidents in 
regard to the recent difliculty at VVin- 
chestt T between George llobbins and 
liogan Yancey, of Lexington, and Um- 
pire Feye.

Excel- 
lent citizens of Winchester— staid and 
substantial business men, police offi- 
cers, city officials and Winchester Ball 
Club officials and membera. could not 
agree aa *o ^wbere the blame should 
be placed— who struck the first blow. 

Followinic my usual custom I tlwait- 
ed an interview with the umpire;! saw 
him Saturday morning, after the affair 
on Friday. He told me he struck Rob- 
bins first; that while he and Robbins 
were mixinjf it, he saw Manager Yan- 
cey running toward them; and he left 
Robbins and ran toward Yancey, cry- 
ing out '*You are the one I am after;" 
that Yancey retreated from him, walk- 
ing backwards, several f eet ;that when 
he (the umpire) was in striking dis- 
tance he struck the first blow at V'an- 
cey. The umpire remained in Paris 
several days after his resignation, and 
told substantially the same story to 
many people. The umpire repeated the 
story in this otlice Sunday morning in 
the presence of Yancey and Robbins. | 
I It is ae great an oiler.se if not great- 
er, for an umpire to strike a ball play- 
er, than for a player to strike an um- 
pire. I hope neither will happen again 
while I am Presiaent of this League. 

From the oflicial report given me by 
the umpire 1 feel that aside from my 
official action of accepting nis resigna- 
tion nothing is required.

This year, on account of the large 
increase in the assessment on personal 
and real property, and also becaupe of 
increased assessment on franchises, 
there will be more money raised than 
in some years, and the school per capi- 
ta may go as high as $4.10, certainly 
as high as $4.05. The school census 
has not been completed yet, so it is 
not possible to tell just what the school 
per capita will be.but Frank P. James, 
State Auditor, thiaks it would go as 
high Es $4.10. Mr. James said the per 
canita certainly would be higher than 
it, has ever been, and would be more 
than the $4 which Wfs fixed last year

I Some years, even vvnen beef had been 
I very h igh in the retail market, the 
|catfleman, after ho has subtracted the 
j carriyng cost from the sale price ot 
I his animals, has been receiving a sale 
i price below par. Althuugli this rate 
I rubbery was enormously unjust, and 
i although the capital represented in the 
j iive stock industry is equal to seventy- 
three per cent of the par valua of the 
j stocks and bonds issued by our rail- 
' ways, the transportation corporations 
were so gigantic, and the individual 
cattleman so small by comparison, 
even though he might be a cattle king 
that he coaldn't< help himaelt. Every 
year be had to hold his hand to the 
bee. 

Tbe Association, however, finally 
got in its sting. After a five-years' 
fight they helped get the Interstate 
Commerce Act so amended In 1908 that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
has the power to prescribe rates. Thia 
resulted in a reduction of from $5 to 
%1 per car on cattle rates. 9nd has sav- 
ed the cattlemen millions of dollars. 
Even then the banta Fe Railroad, and 
probably other roads operating in the

When the cars fi- 
nally arrive, if the number is short, 
the animals have to be crowded in 
with almost certain risk of more loss. 
Then perhaps fche cars crawl nver the 
country at the rate of twelve miles an 
hour, and this ineiiicipncy co^ts the 
cowman still more, in fcduer. and in 
the shrinkage and deaths of the im- 
prisoned creatures sutferirg from 
crowding, from long itanding and from 
tnirst.
